THE BREAK IN WHEAT. 


The most serious question that 


| Canada has to face, aside from the | 


war, is the price of wheat and 
other grains. The opening prices 
for the present crop are a stagger- 
ing biow in the face to the West- 
ern farmer, which must affect not 
only him, but every interest in 
Canada that depends on him, as 
every interest in Canada does. 
Wheat today is worth 1-3 to 1-2 
less than it was a year ago, and 
loats are not 1-3 as much as 
they were a year ago, On the 
Western erop of wheat and oats, 
the difference between expecta- 
tion and realization in the matter 
of prices must be in the neighbor- 
hood of &100,000,000, — It true 
that prices have been as low, or 
nearly as low, in years, 
These conditions re 
sulted in contraetion of expendi- 
ture and corresponding decrease 
in area of production. The high 
prices of last year were this year 
made the basis of a campaign of 
patriotism and production, led by 
the Ministers of Agriculture and 
of Trade and Commerce in the go- 
vernment of Canada. The farmer 
exhorted in the name of 
patriotism to increase his vtheat 
production, — Stimulated by the 
high prices, and encouraged by 
the interests, the Western 
farmer did increase his area of 
cultivation, and has been endorsed 
by Providence in doing so. The 
result is a record crop of record 
quality, harvested in record time,
